Research Note 

According to the marriage record of the St. Joachim's Catholic Church, there is a phrase in 
the record stating "s'atant maries devant un Magistrat" which is important to this marriage. 
Checking several online French to English translations, I could not determine exactly what 
it meant. Since they had a daughter; Emilie Veronique ( LACHAPELLE) whom was born 
on 15 November 1825 in Sainte Genevieve, would indicate they had a relationship prior to 
their Church sanctioned marriage of 17 May 1827. Since the English translation stated 
"married before a Magistrate" would indicate that Michel and Charlotte were married first by 
a civil authority before they were married by the church. Checking the Washington County, 
Missouri civil marriage book from 1815-1830. I found no reference to this marriage. 
Checking the Ste. Genevieve County, Missouri civil marriage book from 1807-1827 I also 
found no reference to this marriage. However, one must be careful not to jump to any 
conclusions because both civil marriage books are spordic in their record keeping missing 
entire months and years so we do not have a complete marriage record of civil marriages 
from the early organization of the counties. Therefore, I would not go so far as calling 
daughter Emilie illegitimate because of Priest Xavier Dahman's reference on 17 May 1827 
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to a prior marriage with the civil authorities. Also checking the marriage record book 
"Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Marriage Records Book "B" 1786-1839 " I found 
no prior marriage. Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 201 1

The Mysterious Disappearance of the Michel Mall LaChappelle Family 
By Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C.. M.A.G.I. 

The problem... 
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The Michel Mall & Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) LaChapelle family presents a mystery to 
the novice as well as the seasoned researcher. 

Most ancestors can be located through church, civil, census and deed records covering 
their birth (cradle) to their grave (C2G). However, with these particular individuals we have 
several problems. I shall present these problems and their solutions in a forthright logical 
manner. 

There is supporting evidence through the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Baptismal 
Records of Sainte Genevieve, Missouri and the Saint Joachim Catholic Church Baptismal 
Records of Old Mines, Union Twp, Washington County, Missouri that Michel and Charlotte 
either moved from one locale to another several times or visited on a limited basis each 
locale because of the documented births and baptisms of their children. 

However, after the birth of their son; Marcelin Israel LaChapelle on the 11 th of May 1834 
and the death of Charlotte's father; Jacques Misse on the 20 th of August 1834... they 
disappeared. 

But before we find out more about this family, I feel I should bring you up to speed and give 
you a little background on my French ancestry research documentation. 

Background... 

When I began my family history research career in 1975, I quickly discovered that Mary 
Laura Magdalene (MISSEY) married my Great-Grandfather Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt 
in 1893. Consequently, this marriage also made Laura my great grandmother and forever 
tied me into the Missey family. 

Her parents are Frangois Columbier Columbus "Lum" & Cynthia N. ( TALBOT) Missey, 
her grandparents are Jean "John" Baptiste & Marie "Mary" Frangoise ( PIQUETTE) 
Missey. Jean Baptist's parents are Jean "John" Louis & Barbe "Barbara" 
(BEAUCHAMP) Misse. Jean Louis' parents are Jacques & Marie Louise 
(LACOMPTE) Missier from France. 

Therefore, any and all Misse, Missey family descendants and allied families of 
Jacques Missier regardless of how their surname was spelled, became a family of interest 
to me. 

I began researching all of Jacques' descendants in the late 1970's thru the 1990's. This led 
me to the St. Louis Genealogical Society and the Missouri Historical Society in St. Louis, 
Missouri looking for documents concerning these families. 

Living in the St. Louis area, from 1981 to 1994, I also, visited all the main libraries in the St. 
Louis region looking for documentation that would benefit me in my research. 

This included several field trips to Kaskaskia as well as the Randolph County Courthouse 
in Chester, Illinois researching their records. 

In the process of researching these records, I found that the old French records found in 
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those courthouses, churches and other document repositories of old French ancestry of 
this area had been translated into English by several transcribers. 

Unknown why I decided to go to the trouble of copying these records at that time, but for a 
nickel a page, I copied the following rare books which are in my possession today.

Also, I purchased civil census record books 1830-1870 for those areas. 

You may have noticed, that most of my records are prior to the 1 850's and some prior to 
the 1800's. Therefore, I do not have a complete listing of the more current records. 

It is through these records I was able to prove that Jacques and Marie's daughter; Susanne 
was born in Prairie Du Roche, Randolph, Illinois, Illinois Country on the 8 th of 
September 1 794. She was baptized on the 21 st of September 1 794 at the Saint Joseph 
Catholic Church, Prairie du Rocher, Randolph, Illinois, Illinois Country. 

However, there is strong evidence their daughter; Marie "Mary" Frangoise Gabrielle 
(MISSE) was born in Gallipolis, Gallia, Ohio, known as the Northwest Territory circa 
1791. 

This was discovered due to her father; Jacques' pension affidavit concerning his 
participation in the American Revolution. 

Since I do not have any Church records of the French when they arrived in 1 790 in 
Gallipolis, Ohio, I cannot give you her exact birth location. Then again, she may not have 
been born there at all... just that the timeline matches her father's residency there.

Why have you shared this with us?... 

My purpose for listing those books here is two-fold. 

First, I wanted you, the reader, to know that when I researched my French ancestors, I just 
didn't give lip service to the task but actually made road trips to the locations these records 
were kept. 

I also, copied those books, page by page for future reference, which I have found, are 
needed to verify births, baptisms, marriages and burials located within those 
locales... especially concerning allied families. 
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Second, I wanted you to be aware of what books I have in my possession so that you may 
ask me for " free " look-ups to help you find your French ancestor's records. I would be 
glad to assist you without compensation... it only takes a few minutes. 

Due to those records, I have been able to trace my French ancestors from Saint Stephen's 
Catholic Church in Richwoods, Missouri to the Saint Joachim's Catholic Church in Old 
Mines, Missouri to the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church in Ste. Genevieve, Missouri, to 
various other Catholic churches in the Kaskaskia, Illinois area. 

However, regardless of all these 1000's of pages, I have copied concerning my French 
ancestors, I still do not have all the answers needed to complete their work and research. 

This lack of records of certain time periods of history has led me to write this article looking 
for answers concerning the Michel Lachapelle family... now to the task. 

The Players.... 

First of all, let me re-introduce our subjects. 

Michel Mall Lachapelle is listed in the 1827 marriage record of the Saint Joachim Catholic 
Church Marriage Book dated the 1 7 th of May 1 827. 

The following is a copy of that record in French from the book in my possession, word for 
word.

However, one must be careful not to jump to any conclusions because... both civil 
marriage books are sporadic in their record keeping missing entire months and even years 
so we do not have a complete marriage record of civil marriages from the early 
organization of Missouri counties. 

Therefore, I would not go so far as calling daughter Emilie illegitimate because of Priest 
Xavier Dahman's reference on the 17 th of May 1827 to a prior marriage with the civil 
authorities. 

The problems multiply... 

I have found, when researching individuals or families, when you are presented with 
problematic difficulties in the beginning of the research... with problems out of the ordinary, 
such as this marriage record with no civil supporting evidence, you will undoubtedly have 
problems with this research throughout the process. This family is no different. 

Setting the marriage date aside, this record identified Michel's parents as the late 
Basil Lachapelle and Marie ( MALL) from the parish of Sainte Genevieve. We now have 
parents for Michel Lachapelle. 

Concerning Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) her parents are identified as Jacques and Marie 
Louise (LACOMPTE) Misse also from the parish of Sainte Genevieve. 

Since I have been unsuccessful in locating anything about Michel, I have not been able to 
determine any family church records verifying Michel's birth and baptism. Couple this with 
no supporting census information we can only guess as to when he was born... I 
guestamate approximately 1800-1812 location unknown. 

On the other hand, Charlotte's birth and baptism is well documented in the following... 

1805 Birth and Baptism of Charlotte Caroline (MISS E)

What we do know... 

Up to this point we have learned the following. 

[1] Basil & Marie (MALL) Lachapelle are the parents of Michel Lachapelle and his 
mother was residing in and attending the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church in Sainte 
Genevieve, Missouri as of the year of 1827... or was she? 

[2] Since the marriage record indicated that Basil Lachapelle was deceased, as was 
customary by the priest when recording such information, this would imply all the other 
parents were alive as of that date but residing in the Sainte Genevieve parish. 

However, when the Priest recorded the marriage record, he stated "the late Basil 
Lachapelle and Marie Mall" he may have been referring to both of them were deceased. 

And after stating their names and validating them as Michel's parents... he said "from the 
parish of Ste. Genevieve on the one hand," could have been referring that Michel was from 
the Sainte Genevieve parish... not his parents who were already deceased. 

[3] Charlotte Caroline (MISSE) daughter of Jacques & Marie Louise ( LACOMPTE) 
Misse was born in Sainte Genevieve on the 17 th of February 1805. 

Since there are no surviving census records for the 1800, 1810, 1820 years of Missouri, 
Louisiana Territory, then we really don't have any idea where the Lachapelle or Misse 
families were living in those decades. 

[4] Sometime before the birth of Michel and Charlotte's daughter; Emilie Veronique 
(LACHAPELLE) whom was born on the 15 th of November 1825 and baptized the 
following day in Sainte Genevieve, Michel and Charlotte were married by a magistrate of 
the civil authority. 

[4] Wanting their marriage to be sanctioned by the Church, they were married in Saint 
Joachim's Catholic Church near Old Mines in 1827 indicating they had moved from Sainte 
Genevieve to the Old Mines area. 

Checking the local deed books should reveal if and when Michel Lachapelle sold property 
in Sainte Genevieve and if and when he bought property in the Old Mines area. 

On the move... 

After the birth of Emilie, in 1825, in Sainte Genevieve, on the 6 th of January 1828, 
daughter; Marie Antoinette Salome ( LACHAPELLE) was born in the Old Mines area. 

So, in 1825 daughter Emilie is born in Sainte Genevieve, in 1827 Michel and Charlotte are 
married in Old Mines, in 1828 daughter; Marie is born in Old Mines. It appears they moved 
from Sainte Genevieve after their birth of Emilie to the Old Mines area before their marriage 
date in 1827. 
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They remained in the Old Mines area for the birth of son; Michel Louis Nicolas Mai 
Lachapelle on the 13 th of March 1830 however, something happened because on the 
6 th of January 1832, son; Antoine Bazile or Basile Mai Lachapelle was born back in 
Sainte Genevieve, Missouri. 

It appears between the birth of Michel on the 1 3 th of March 1 830 and the birth of Antoine 
on the 6 th of January 1832 they moved back to Sainte Genevieve, Missouri from the Old 
Mines area. 

Maybe because of this movement and relocation activity, could explain the reason why they 
were missed by the censustakers in the 1830 census of Washington County and Ste. 
Genevieve County of Missouri. 

I speculate that Charlotte may have wanted to be near her ailing mother; Marie Louise 
(LACOMPTE) Misse before Marie's eventual death on the 3 rd of September 1831 in 
Sainte Genevieve, Missouri. 

Michel and Charlotte remained in Sainte Genevieve, until after the death of her mother. 
We're moving again... 

Then a peculiar thing happened, they left Sainte Genevieve sometime after 1831 and 
moved back to the Old Mines area in time for the birth of son; Marcelin Israel LaChapelle on 
the 1 1 th of May 1 834 and his baptism on the 8 th of June 1 834. 

The reason for these moves I think had to do with the availability of work in the mines. 

The Old Mines area had many major mines, mining for lead and silver. An excellent report 
concerning this area can be found at: <http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Old_Mines._Missouri> 



As customary with my French ancestry, they migrated from either Canada or New Orleans 
to the Kaskaskia area, then across the Mississippi to the Sainte Genevieve area, which at 
one time was larger in population than Chicago, to the Old Mines area and then to 
Richwoods, Missouri following the mining industry and work. 

Another good report on the Sainte Genevieve area is a 1 0-page article I wrote on the 
16 th of April 1994, titled, " Sainte Genevieve in the 18th Century ".. available free 
from the author. 

Where did you go?... 

Tracking your ancestors from each of those areas was simple enough, when you had a 
comprehensive library of well-documented Catholic Church records... bless those 
Catholics. When reading those records, it's like looking at your ancestor's footprints. 

Most ancestors always moved in a westerly direction seeking better and new opportunities 
for their families... but not Michel and Charlotte... they left the area all together. And some 
evidence suggests they may have gone east back to the Kaskaskia area after the death of 
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her father: Jacques Misse on the 20 th of August 1834 in Sainte Genevieve! 

This assumption is based on the inability of locating Michel or Michael Lachapelle, La 
Chapelle, LaChappelle and all other variations of the name in the 1840 census of Missouri 
or Illinois. 

Since I could not locate them in the 1850 census either, I proclaimed, "What's going on 
here?!!!" 

I can see missing the 1830 census and maybe the 1840 census but to miss the entire 30 
years I figure either Michel had an adverse reaction to Americans and the United States 
government or he died shortly after the birth of his son in 1834. 

Checking Charlotte Caroline Lachapelle in those records also proved fruitless. 
Ancestry.com said they were in Canada but since I do not subscribe to their World 
subscription, I could not gain access to those records for verification. 

Checking the deed books of Washington County, Missouri might reveal if and when Michel 
bought and sold property and where his children were born in what Township of 
Washington County. This can be done by ordering those deed records on microfilm from 
the Family History Centers of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 

Back to Kaskaskia?... 

In the 1865 State census of Kaskaskia, Randolph County, Illinois there is a Mrs. M. 
LaChappelle living with two sons aged 30-39 and 40-49 and a 20-29 daughter. 

Mrs. LaChappelle is aged 50-59, which would be Charlotte's correct age bracket. The boys 
could be Marcelin born 1834 and would be age 31 or Antoine born 1832 and would be age 
33 or son Michel born 1 830 and would be age 35 or none of the above. 

As far as the daughter aged 20-29 could be Marie who was born in 1 831 and would be 
aged 34 or not her at all... such a long shot. Depending on when daughter Marie married 
we don't even know if this is Charlotte and her family. 

The Lachapelle's have Kaskaskia history... 

There are several LaChapelle families living in the Kaskaskia and Prairie du Rocher areas 
in the early Illinois area. 

Checking my Kaskaskia Catholic Church records, the first record of any Lachapelle 
families I found were in the birth and baptism records of the " Immaculate Conception of 
Our Lady Mission and Church records from 1692-1733 and 1759-1815 " in the 

Kaskaskia region, Illinois Country of New France. This book is housed in the reference 
room of the St. Louis Genealogical Society #1 7571 . 

Page 18: 

LaChapelle dit Janot, Basile and Louise ( LALUMUNDIERE) and their children's birth and 
baptism records of the following: 
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Marie Amable born 31 October 1762 and baptized 1 November 1762 
Basile born 1 7 July 1 764 and baptized 29 July 1 764 

Antoine born 3 March 1766 and baptized 10 March 1766 

Antoine born 6 August 1 767 and baptized 7 September 1 767 

Jean Baptiste born 29 August 1769 and baptized 30 August 1769 
Joseph born 2 December 1771 and baptized 3 December 1771 

Marie Louise born 22 April 1 774 and baptized 22 April 1 774 
Louis born 1 2 October 1 776 and baptized 1 3 October 1 776 

Therese Celeste born 24 November 1778 and baptized 8 December 1778

From the book " Marriages Recorded in the Registers of the Church of the Conception 
of Our Lady " Kaskasia, Illinois, 1724-1834, we have the following: 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Basil son of Jean & Marie Marguerite Etienne dit DuRivage, native 
of Pointe aux Trembles, Quebec to Louise Lalumundiere, daughter of Francois & Louise 
Perthius married on 18 January 1762 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Jean Baptiste son of Basil & Marie Louise Lalumundiere to 
Elisabeth Berger daughter of George & Marguerite Pourer, native of Fort Pie married 1 1 
June 1800 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Basil son of Jean Baptiste & Elisabeth Berger to Rosine Paschal 
daughter of Nicolas & Sara (no last name given), widow of Rodrique married on 21 January 
1828 

JANOT dit Lachapelle, Charles son of Pierre & Petronille Tessier, of Quebec to Frangoise 
Lamy daughter of Joseph & Frangoise Rivard married on 12 February 1743. 

Based on the above information these records are not complete enough to allow us to 
bridge the gap to Michel's proposed parents of Basil & Marie ( MALL) Lachapelle. 

However, Since the Lachapelle family were from Quebec, Canada and their records are in 
the Kaskaskia, Illinois area, and I even found their descendants records in the subsequent 
Federal Census records of that area, this would be a good indicator that these two areas 
need more research. 

What do we know about Basile? 

What the above records indicate concerning Basile and Louise ( LALUMANDIERE) 
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Lachapelle's children is... could their son; Basile born the 17 th of July 1764 be the one 
and same that married Marie (MALL)? 

Also, since their son, Jean Baptiste married Elisabeth Berger on the 11 th of June 1800 
would indicate that other siblings of his, including Basile were getting married at around the 
same time. 

That means that Jean's brother Basile could have married at age 15 which would have 
been around 1779 to age 25 around 1789 or later. Or, they are no relation at all to Michel 
Lachapelle. 

After checking the marriage and baptism records of the Saint Genevieve Catholic Church 
and the Saint Joachim Catholic Church of Old Mines, Missouri, they did not reveal when 
any of the Lachapelle family first made their appearance to the area prior to the 1 827 
marriage record of Michel and Charlotte in Old Mines. 

That means Basil and Marie (MALL) Lachapelle were finished having children after the 
birth of Michel. Otherwise, there would have been some Lachapelle children born in the 
Sainte Genevieve area from 1786-1 820. ..since, those are the record dates I have from the 
Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church records. (I know, I checked) 

Since the marriage record of Michel and Charlotte state his parents were living in Sainte 
Genevieve, I would check the deed books to see if Basil, Basile, Bazil or Bazile Lachapelle 
bought or sold any land in the area. 

Since Charlotte was born in Sainte Genevieve and her parents lived there since their arrival 
from Gallipolis, Ohio 1791-1795, then how or why Charlotte married in Old Mines is a 
mystery. 

Checking Canadian records for the Lachapelle family gave me information about them, but 
was too distant from bridging any connection to Michel's father; Basil. 

And what is more frustrating is not being able to know Basil's approximate 
birthdate... because I could not find him in any of the census records. 

Since Michel's marriage record stated that his father; Basil was deceased by 1827 and 
was living in the Sainte Genevieve parish, would indicate that maybe he was buried in the 
area. 

Checking the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Burial records from 1800-1840, not only 
did I not find Basil, Basile, Bazil, Bazile Lachapelle's burial record but also, I 
found NO Lachapelle family member of any kind! This can mean only one thing. ..he 
didn't die in the Sainte Genevieve area. 

Why leave the area?... 

With both of Charlotte's parents gone by 1834, and both of Michel's parents deceased, 
Michel probably felt, with no family ties of his in the area, he would move his family 
back to the Kaskaskia, Illinois area where he had family. 
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I cannot locate him in any census record even after trying both Illinois and Missouri 
records. 

Usually we can connect or bridge information to our ancestors through census records, 
however; in this case they have been useless or nonexistent. 

Therefore, my recommendation for future researchers concerning this family is to start 
with the Church records in the Kaskaskia, Illinois area... also, their local cemetery records. 

I feel the Michel Mall and Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) LaChapelle family's history is 
associated with that area and could eventually lead back to Quebec, Canada. 

Boxes I call Cradle to Grave Profiles (C2G)... 

I like to put these ancestors into neat, little boxes I call Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profiles. 
This gives me a sense of accomplishment and satisfies my curiosity. Also, it gives me a 
basis for writing or composing a biography of those individuals. 

However, in this case, I am frustrated by not knowing the answers about one of Jacques 
and Marie's children. They just seemed to have disappeared. 

When I first began researching Jacques' family in the late 1970's and after all these years, 
no one, including myself has been able to make any headway on the Lachapelle family. 

When I was in Randolph County, Illinois, back in the 1980's, I was looking for Misse or 
Missey family information, not Lachapelle family information, so I know the answers are 
probably there. 

At this time, I have checked various websites and most of their Lachapelle family records 
predates the Basil & Mary (MALL) Lachapelle family. So, I cannot make a connection. 

Questions need to be answered, for instance... 

[1] What happened to Michel and Charlotte's children and their descendants? 

[2] Where and when did Michel and Charlotte die? 

[3] Where and when did Basil Lachapelle and Marie ( MALL) marry? 

[4] When and where was Michel born? 

This is highly unusual to "lose" a whole family in the middle of their lives. ..leaving no 
evidence of their history after 1834 in Old Mines, Missouri. 

Additional help required... 

Until someone younger than I can take the responsibility to research additional sources for 
these answers, and I don't mean pushing a mouse, but actually taking a road trip to either 
one of the main libraries in the St. Louis, Missouri area or to the Randolph County, Illinois 
area and beyond, I don't think we will ever know what happened to them. 

Finding what happened to this family and their descendants shouldn't take another 40 
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years for us interested Missey-Lachapelle family researchers!!!

Research Note 

According to the marriage record of the St. Joachim's Catholic Church, there is a phrase in 
the record stating "s'atant maries devant un Magistrat" which is important to this marriage. 
Checking several online French to English translations, I could not determine exactly what 
it meant. Since they had a daughter; Emilie Veronique ( LACHAPELLE) whom was born 
on 15 November 1825 in Sainte Genevieve, would indicate they had a relationship prior to 
their Church sanctioned marriage of 17 May 1827. Since the English translation stated 
"married before a Magistrate" would indicate that Michel and Charlotte were married first by 
a civil authority before they were married by the church. Checking the Washington County, 
Missouri civil marriage book from 1815-1830. I found no reference to this marriage. 
Checking the Ste. Genevieve County, Missouri civil marriage book from 1807-1827 I also 
found no reference to this marriage. However, one must be careful not to jump to any 
conclusions because both civil marriage books are spordic in their record keeping missing 
entire months and years so we do not have a complete marriage record of civil marriages 
from the early organization of the counties. Therefore, I would not go so far as calling 
daughter Emilie illegitimate because of Priest Xavier Dahman's reference on 17 May 1827 
to a prior marriage with the civil authorities. Also checking the marriage record book 
"Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Marriage Records Book "B" 1786-1839 " I found 
no prior marriage.

The Mysterious Disappearance of the Michel Mall LaChappelle Family

The problem... 

The Michel Mall & Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) LaChapelle family presents a mystery to 
the novice as well as the seasoned researcher. 

Most ancestors can be located through church, civil, census and deed records covering 
their birth (cradle) to their grave (C2G). However, with these particular individuals we have 
several problems. I shall present these problems and their solutions in a forthright logical 
manner. 

There is supporting evidence through the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Baptismal 
Records of Sainte Genevieve, Missouri and the Saint Joachim Catholic Church Baptismal 
Records of Old Mines, Union Twp, Washington County, Missouri that Michel and Charlotte 
either moved from one locale to another several times or visited on a limited basis each 
locale because of the documented births and baptisms of their children. 

However, after the birth of their son; Marcelin Israel LaChapelle on the 11 th of May 1834 
and the death of Charlotte's father; Jacques Misse on the 20 th of August 1834... they 
disappeared. 

But before we find out more about this family, I feel I should bring you up to speed and give 
you a little background on my French ancestry research documentation. 

Background...

When I began my family history research career in 1975, I quickly discovered that Mary 
Laura Magdalene (MISSEY) married my Great-Grandfather Henry Winslow "Win" Pratt 
in 1893. Consequently, this marriage also made Laura my great grandmother and forever 
tied me into the Missey family. 

Her parents are Frangois Columbier Columbus "Lum" & Cynthia N. ( TALBOT) Missey, 
her grandparents are Jean "John" Baptiste & Marie "Mary" Frangoise ( PIQUETTE) 
Missey. Jean Baptist's parents are Jean "John" Louis & Barbe "Barbara" 
(BEAUCHAMP) Misse. Jean Louis' parents are Jacques & Marie Louise 
(LACOMPTE) Missier from France. 

Therefore, any and all Misse, Missey family descendants and allied families of 
Jacques Missier regardless of how their surname was spelled, became a family of interest 
to me. 

I began researching all of Jacques' descendants in the late 1970's thru the 1990's. This led 
me to the St. Louis Genealogical Society and the Missouri Historical Society in St. Louis, 
Missouri looking for documents concerning these families. 

Living in the St. Louis area, from 1981 to 1994, I also, visited all the main libraries in the St. 
Louis region looking for documentation that would benefit me in my research. 

This included several field trips to Kaskaskia as well as the Randolph County Courthouse 
in Chester, Illinois researching their records. 

In the process of researching these records, I found that the old French records found in 
those courthouses, churches and other document repositories of old French ancestry of 
this area had been translated into English by several transcribers. 

Unknown why I decided to go to the trouble of copying these records at that time, but for a 
nickel a page, I copied the following rare books which are in my possession today.

Also, I purchased civil census record books 1830-1870 for those areas. 

You may have noticed, that most of my records are prior to the 1 850's and some prior to 
the 1800's. Therefore, I do not have a complete listing of the more current records. 

It is through these records I was able to prove that Jacques and Marie's daughter; Susanne 
was born in Prairie Du Roche, Randolph, Illinois, Illinois Country on the 8 th of 
September 1 794. She was baptized on the 21 st of September 1 794 at the Saint Joseph 
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Catholic Church, Prairie du Rocher, Randolph, Illinois, Illinois Country. 

However, there is strong evidence their daughter; Marie "Mary" Frangoise Gabrielle 
(MISSE) was born in Gallipolis, Gallia, Ohio, known as the Northwest Territory circa 
1791. 

This was discovered due to her father; Jacques' pension affidavit concerning his 
participation in the American Revolution. 

Since I do not have any Church records of the French when they arrived in 1 790 in 
Gallipolis, Ohio, I cannot give you her exact birth location. Then again, she may not have 
been born there at all... just that the timeline matches her father's residency there.

Why have you shared this with us?... 

My purpose for listing those books here is two-fold. 

First, I wanted you, the reader, to know that when I researched my French ancestors, I just 
didn't give lip service to the task but actually made road trips to the locations these records 
were kept. 

I also, copied those books, page by page for future reference, which I have found, are 
needed to verify births, baptisms, marriages and burials located within those 
locales... especially concerning allied families. 

Second, I wanted you to be aware of what books I have in my possession so that you may 
ask me for " free " look-ups to help you find your French ancestor's records. I would be 
glad to assist you without compensation... it only takes a few minutes. 

Due to those records, I have been able to trace my French ancestors from Saint Stephen's 
Catholic Church in Richwoods, Missouri to the Saint Joachim's Catholic Church in Old 
Mines, Missouri to the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church in Ste. Genevieve, Missouri, to 
various other Catholic churches in the Kaskaskia, Illinois area. 

However, regardless of all these 1000's of pages, I have copied concerning my French 
ancestors, I still do not have all the answers needed to complete their work and research. 

This lack of records of certain time periods of history has led me to write this article looking 
for answers concerning the Michel Lachapelle family... now to the task. 

The Players.... 

First of all, let me re-introduce our subjects. 

Michel Mall Lachapelle is listed in the 1827 marriage record of the Saint Joachim Catholic 
Church Marriage Book dated the 17 th of May 1827. 
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The following is a copy of that record in French from the book in my possession, word for 
word. 

"Register of the Baptisms and Marriages at the Church of St. Joachim, Old Mines, 
Missouri 1820-1827" Transcribed by Francis P. Douglas (1917) page 75 

Le dix sept Mai mil huit cent vingt sept, Michel Lachapelle, fils de feu Basile Lachapelle, et 
de Marie Mall, ces pere et mere, de la Paroisse de Ste. Genevieve d'une part, et Charlotte 
Caroline Misse, fille legitime de Jacques Misse, et de Marie Louise Lecompte, de Ste. 
Genevieve d 'autre part; s'atant maries devant un Magistrat, Nous Pretre soussigne avons 
ratifie leur Mariage en presence des Messieurs Joseph Moreau,, Charles Boyer, pere, et 
Jacques Bone, qui ont signes. Joseph Moreau, Charles Boyer, Jacques X Bone, Fr. Xav. 
Dahmen pret. de la Cong. d. I. Miss. 

The ten seven May, one thousand eight hundred and twenty seven, (17 May 1827) Michel 
Lachapelle, son of the late Basil Lachapelle, and Marie Mall, these father and mother, from 
the parish of Ste. Genevieve on the one hand, and Charlotte Caroline Misse, legitimate 
daughter of Jacques Misse, and Marie Louise Lecompte, of Ste. Genevieve on the other 
hand; if atant married before a Magistrate, We the undersigned Priest have ratified their 
marriage in the presence of gentlemen Joseph Moreau, Charles Boyer, father, Jacques 
Bone, who have signed. Friar Xavier Dahmen [translation by Floyd Thomas Pratt 201 1] 

According to this marriage record of the St. Joachim's Catholic Church, there is a phrase 
in the record stating " s'atant maries devant un Magistrat " which is important concerning 
this 

marriage. Checking several online French to English translations, I could not determine 
exactly what it meant and neither could they. 

Michel and Charlotte had a daughter; Emilie Veronique ( LACHAPELLE) whom was born 
on the 15 th of November 1825 in Sainte Genevieve, indicating they had a relationship 
prior to their Church sanctioned marriage of the 17 th of May 1827. 

Since the English translation stated, "married before a Magistrate" would indicate that 
Michel and Charlotte were married first by a civil authority before they were married by the 
church. 

Checking the following civil marriage books for Washington County, Missouri from 1815- 
1830 and Ste. Genevieve County, Missouri civil marriage record book from 1807-1827, I 
found no prior marriage record. 

However, one must be careful not to jump to any conclusions because... both civil 
marriage books are sporadic in their record keeping missing entire months and even years 
so we do not have a complete marriage record of civil marriages from the early 
organization of Missouri counties. 

Therefore, I would not go so far as calling daughter Emilie illegitimate because of Priest 
Xavier Dahman's reference on the 17 th of May 1827 to a prior marriage with the civil 
authorities. 
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The problems multiply... 

I have found, when researching individuals or families, when you are presented with 
problematic difficulties in the beginning of the research... with problems out of the ordinary, 
such as this marriage record with no civil supporting evidence, you will undoubtedly have 
problems with this research throughout the process. This family is no different. 

Setting the marriage date aside, this record identified Michel's parents as the late 
Basil Lachapelle and Marie ( MALL) from the parish of Sainte Genevieve. We now have 
parents for Michel Lachapelle. 

Concerning Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) her parents are identified as Jacques and Marie 
Louise (LACOMPTE) Misse also from the parish of Sainte Genevieve. 

Since I have been unsuccessful in locating anything about Michel, I have not been able to 
determine any family church records verifying Michel's birth and baptism. Couple this with 
no supporting census information we can only guess as to when he was born... I 
guestamate approximately 1800-1812 location unknown. 

On the other hand, Charlotte's birth and baptism is well documented in the following... 

1805 Birth and Baptism of Charlotte Caroline (MISS E) 

[1] The Church of Ste. Genevieve. Baptismal Register. Page 58 . 

Charlotte was baptized February 17, 1805. Parents were: Jacques & Marie Louise 

(LECOMPTE) Missier. (Eugenie is her twin sister.) 

[2] "Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Baptismal Records Book "C" 1786-1820 " 

page 210 

1 805 March 3 Misse, Charlotte, daughter of Jacques Misse and Marie Louise LeConte, 
born February 17th. Godparents-Francois Lalumundiere and Charlotte Legrand. 

What we do know... 

Up to this point we have learned the following. 

[1] Basil & Marie (MALL) Lachapelle are the parents of Michel Lachapelle and his 
mother was residing in and attending the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church in Sainte 
Genevieve, Missouri as of the year of 1827... or was she? 

[2] Since the marriage record indicated that Basil Lachapelle was deceased, as was 
customary by the priest when recording such information, this would imply all the other 
parents were alive as of that date but residing in the Sainte Genevieve parish. 

However, when the Priest recorded the marriage record, he stated "the late Basil 
Lachapelle and Marie Mall" he may have been referring to both of them were deceased. 

And after stating their names and validating them as Michel's parents... he said "from the 
parish of Ste. Genevieve on the one hand," could have been referring that Michel was from 
the Sainte Genevieve parish... not his parents who were already deceased. 
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[3] Charlotte Caroline (MISSE) daughter of Jacques & Marie Louise ( LACOMPTE) 
Misse was born in Sainte Genevieve on the 17 th of February 1805. 

Since there are no surviving census records for the 1800, 1810, 1820 years of Missouri, 
Louisiana Territory, then we really don't have any idea where the Lachapelle or Misse 
families were living in those decades. 

[4] Sometime before the birth of Michel and Charlotte's daughter; Emilie Veronique 
(LACHAPELLE) whom was born on the 15 th of November 1825 and baptized the 
following day in Sainte Genevieve, Michel and Charlotte were married by a magistrate of 
the civil authority. 

[4] Wanting their marriage to be sanctioned by the Church, they were married in Saint 
Joachim's Catholic Church near Old Mines in 1827 indicating they had moved from Sainte 
Genevieve to the Old Mines area. 

Checking the local deed books should reveal if and when Michel Lachapelle sold property 
in Sainte Genevieve and if and when he bought property in the Old Mines area. 

On the move... 

After the birth of Emilie, in 1825, in Sainte Genevieve, on the 6 th of January 1828, 
daughter; Marie Antoinette Salome ( LACHAPELLE) was born in the Old Mines area. 

So, in 1825 daughter Emilie is born in Sainte Genevieve, in 1827 Michel and Charlotte are 
married in Old Mines, in 1828 daughter; Marie is born in Old Mines. It appears they moved 
from Sainte Genevieve after their birth of Emilie to the Old Mines area before their marriage 
date in 1827. 

They remained in the Old Mines area for the birth of son; Michel Louis Nicolas Mai 
Lachapelle on the 13 th of March 1830 however, something happened because on the 
6 th of January 1832, son; Antoine Bazile or Basile Mai Lachapelle was born back in 
Sainte Genevieve, Missouri. 

It appears between the birth of Michel on the 1 3 th of March 1 830 and the birth of Antoine 
on the 6 th of January 1832 they moved back to Sainte Genevieve, Missouri from the Old 
Mines area. 

Maybe because of this movement and relocation activity, could explain the reason why they 
were missed by the censustakers in the 1830 census of Washington County and Ste. 
Genevieve County of Missouri. 

I speculate that Charlotte may have wanted to be near her ailing mother; Marie Louise 
(LACOMPTE) Misse before Marie's eventual death on the 3 rd of September 1831 in 
Sainte Genevieve, Missouri. 

Michel and Charlotte remained in Sainte Genevieve, until after the death of her mother. 
We're moving again... 
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Then a peculiar thing happened, they left Sainte Genevieve sometime after 1831 and 
moved back to the Old Mines area in time for the birth of son; Marcelin Israel LaChapelle on 
the 1 1 th of May 1 834 and his baptism on the 8 th of June 1 834. 

The reason for these moves I think had to do with the availability of work in the mines. 

The Old Mines area had many major mines, mining for lead and silver. An excellent report 
concerning this area can be found at: <http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Old_Mines._Missouri> 



As customary with my French ancestry, they migrated from either Canada or New Orleans 
to the Kaskaskia area, then across the Mississippi to the Sainte Genevieve area, which at 
one time was larger in population than Chicago, to the Old Mines area and then to 
Richwoods, Missouri following the mining industry and work. 

Another good report on the Sainte Genevieve area is a 1 0-page article I wrote on the 
16 th of April 1994, titled, " Sainte Genevieve in the 18 th Century ".. available 
free from the author. 

Where did you go?... 

Tracking your ancestors from each of those areas was simple enough, when you had a 
comprehensive library of well-documented Catholic Church records... bless those 
Catholics. When reading those records, it's like looking at your ancestor's footprints. 

Most ancestors always moved in a westerly direction seeking better and new opportunities 
for their families... but not Michel and Charlotte... they left the area all together. And some 
evidence suggests they may have gone east back to the Kaskaskia area after the death of 
her father: Jacques Misse on the 20 th of August 1834 in Sainte Genevieve! 

This assumption is based on the inability of locating Michel or Michael Lachapelle, La 
Chapelle, LaChappelle and all other variations of the name in the 1840 census of Missouri 
or Illinois. 

Since I could not locate them in the 1850 census either, I proclaimed, "What's going on 
here?!!!" 

I can see missing the 1830 census and maybe the 1840 census but to miss the entire 30 
years I figure either Michel had an adverse reaction to Americans and the United States 
government or he died shortly after the birth of his son in 1834. 

Checking Charlotte Caroline Lachapelle in those records also proved fruitless. 
Ancestry.com said they were in Canada but since I do not subscribe to their World 
subscription, I could not gain access to those records for verification. 

Checking the deed books of Washington County, Missouri might reveal if and when Michel 
bought and sold property and where his children were born in what Township of 
Washington County. This can be done by ordering those deed records on microfilm from 
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the Family History Centers of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
Back to Kaskaskia?... 

In the 1865 State census of Kaskaskia, Randolph County, Illinois there is a Mrs. M. 
LaChappelle living with two sons aged 30-39 and 40-49 and a 20-29 daughter. 

Mrs. LaChappelle is aged 50-59, which would be Charlotte's correct age bracket. The boys 
could be Marcelin born 1834 and would be age 31 or Antoine born 1832 and would be age 
33 or son Michel born 1 830 and would be age 35 or none of the above. 

As far as the daughter aged 20-29 could be Marie who was born in 1 831 and would be 
aged 34 or not her at all... such a long shot. Depending on when daughter Marie married 
we don't even know if this is Charlotte and her family. 

The Lachapelle's have Kaskaskia history... 

There are several LaChapelle families living in the Kaskaskia and Prairie du Rocher areas 
in the early Illinois area. 

Checking my Kaskaskia Catholic Church records, the first record of any Lachapelle 
families I found were in the birth and baptism records of the " Immaculate Conception of 
Our Lady Mission and Church records from 1692-1733 and 1759-1815 " in the 

Kaskaskia region, Illinois Country of New France. This book is housed in the reference 
room of the St. Louis Genealogical Society #1 7571 . 

Page 18: 

LaChapelle dit Janot, Basile and Louise ( LALUMUNDIERE) and their children's birth and 
baptism records of the following: 

Marie Amable born 31 October 1762 and baptized 1 November 1762 
Basile born 1 7 July 1 764 and baptized 29 July 1 764 

Antoine born 3 March 1766 and baptized 10 March 1766 

Antoine born 6 August 1 767 and baptized 7 September 1 767 

Jean Baptiste born 29 August 1769 and baptized 30 August 1769 
Joseph born 2 December 1771 and baptized 3 December 1771 

Marie Louise born 22 April 1 774 and baptized 22 April 1 774 
Louis born 1 2 October 1 776 and baptized 1 3 October 1 776 

Therese Celeste born 24 November 1778 and baptized 8 December 1778 

Also, from the same book we have on the same page: 

LaChapelle dit Janot, Jean Baptiste and Elisabeth ( BERGER) or Barriere and their 
children's birth and baptism records: 

Jean Baptiste born 22 May 1 801 and baptized 25 September 1 801 



Basil born 24 July 1 803 and baptized 6 March 1 804 

Louis born 30 May 1 807 and baptized 1 9 July 1 807 

Henri born 1 7 September 1 809 and baptized 1 5 October 1 809 

Louise born 1 3 March 1 81 4 and baptized 20 September 1 81 4 
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From the book " Marriages Recorded in the Registers of the Church of the Conception 
of Our Lady " Kaskasia, Illinois, 1724-1834, we have the following: 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Basil son of Jean & Marie Marguerite Etienne dit DuRivage, native 
of Pointe aux Trembles, Quebec to Louise Lalumundiere, daughter of Francois & Louise 
Perthius married on 18 January 1762 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Jean Baptiste son of Basil & Marie Louise Lalumundiere to 
Elisabeth Berger daughter of George & Marguerite Pourer, native of Fort Pie married 1 1 
June 1800 

JANOT, dit Lachapelle, Basil son of Jean Baptiste & Elisabeth Berger to Rosine Paschal 
daughter of Nicolas & Sara (no last name given), widow of Rodrique married on 21 January 
1828 

JANOT dit Lachapelle, Charles son of Pierre & Petronille Tessier, of Quebec to Frangoise 
Lamy daughter of Joseph & Frangoise Rivard married on 12 February 1743. 

Based on the above information these records are not complete enough to allow us to 
bridge the gap to Michel's proposed parents of Basil & Marie ( MALL) Lachapelle. 

However, Since the Lachapelle family were from Quebec, Canada and their records are in 
the Kaskaskia, Illinois area, and I even found their descendants records in the subsequent 
Federal Census records of that area, this would be a good indicator that these two areas 
need more research. 

What do we know about Basile? 

What the above records indicate concerning Basile and Louise ( LALUMANDIERE) 
Lachapelle's children is... could their son; Basile born the 17 th of July 1764 be the one 
and same that married Marie (MALL)? 

Also, since their son, Jean Baptiste married Elisabeth Berger on the 11 th of June 1800 
would indicate that other siblings of his, including Basile were getting married at around the 
same time. 

That means that Jean's brother Basile could have married at age 15 which would have 
been around 1 779 to age 25 around 1 789 or later. Or, they are no relation at all to Michel 
Lachapelle. 

After checking the marriage and baptism records of the Saint Genevieve Catholic Church 
and the Saint Joachim Catholic Church of Old Mines, Missouri, they did not reveal when 
any of the Lachapelle family first made their appearance to the area prior to the 1 827 
marriage record of Michel and Charlotte in Old Mines. 

That means Basil and Marie (MALL) Lachapelle were finished having children after the 
birth of Michel. Otherwise, there would have been some Lachapelle children born in the 
Sainte Genevieve area from 1786-1 820. ..since, those are the record dates I have from the 
Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church records. (I know, I checked) 
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Since the marriage record of Michel and Charlotte state his parents were living in Sainte 
Genevieve, I would check the deed books to see if Basil, Basile, Bazil or Bazile Lachapelle 
bought or sold any land in the area. 

Since Charlotte was born in Sainte Genevieve and her parents lived there since their arrival 
from Gallipolis, Ohio 1791-1795, then how or why Charlotte married in Old Mines is a 
mystery. 

Checking Canadian records for the Lachapelle family gave me information about them, but 
was too distant from bridging any connection to Michel's father; Basil. 

And what is more frustrating is not being able to know Basil's approximate 
birthdate... because I could not find him in any of the census records. 

Since Michel's marriage record stated that his father; Basil was deceased by 1827 and 
was living in the Sainte Genevieve parish, would indicate that maybe he was buried in the 
area. 

Checking the Sainte Genevieve Catholic Church Burial records from 1800-1840, not only 
did I not find Basil, Basile, Bazil, Bazile Lachapelle's burial record but also, I 
found NO Lachapelle family member of any kind! This can mean only one thing. ..he 
didn't die in the Sainte Genevieve area. 

Why leave the area?... 

With both of Charlotte's parents gone by 1834, and both of Michel's parents deceased, 
Michel probably felt, with no family ties of his in the area, he would move his family 
back to the Kaskaskia, Illinois area where he had family. 

I cannot locate him in any census record even after trying both Illinois and Missouri 
records. 

Usually we can connect or bridge information to our ancestors through census records, 
however; in this case they have been useless or nonexistent. 

Therefore, my recommendation for future researchers concerning this family is to start 
with the Church records in the Kaskaskia, Illinois area... also, their local cemetery records. 

I feel the Michel Mall and Charlotte Caroline ( MISSE) LaChapelle family's history is 
associated with that area and could eventually lead back to Quebec, Canada. 

Boxes I call Cradle to Grave Profiles (C2G)... 

I like to put these ancestors into neat, little boxes I call Cradle to Grave (C2G) Profiles. 
This gives me a sense of accomplishment and satisfies my curiosity. Also, it gives me a 
basis for writing or composing a biography of those individuals. 

However, in this case, I am frustrated by not knowing the answers about one of Jacques 
and Marie's children. They just seemed to have disappeared. 
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When I first began researching Jacques' family in the late 1970's and after all these years, 
no one, including myself has been able to make any headway on the Lachapelle family. 

When I was in Randolph County, Illinois, back in the 1980's, I was looking for Misse or 
Missey family information, not Lachapelle family information, so I know the answers are 
probably there. 

At this time, I have checked various websites and most of their Lachapelle family records 
predates the Basil & Mary (MALL) Lachapelle family. So, I cannot make a connection. 

Questions need to be answered, for instance... 

[1] What happened to Michel and Charlotte's children and their descendants? 

[2] Where and when did Michel and Charlotte die? 

[3] Where and when did Basil Lachapelle and Marie ( MALL) marry? 

[4] When and where was Michel born? 

This is highly unusual to "lose" a whole family in the middle of their lives. ..leaving no 
evidence of their history after 1834 in Old Mines, Missouri. 

Additional help required. .. 

Until someone younger than I can take the responsibility to research additional sources for 
these answers, and I don't mean pushing a mouse, but actually taking a road trip to either 
one of the main libraries in the St. Louis, Missouri area or to the Randolph County, Illinois 
area and beyond, I don't think we will ever know what happened to them. 

Finding what happened to this family and their descendants shouldn't take another 40 
years for us interested Missey-Lachapelle family researchers!!!

7. Make copies of important documents or materials when at libraries and be sure to write the name of the book, 
source, letter or film with the author's name and page number and year of publication. 

8. Genealogy work that is not documented is of little value. Remember, you are leaving a trail for those who follow. 
If future researchers have to verify your work, then of what value is your work? 

9. Collect family stories from those relatives who are still alive. This is a short cut to 
your past and they hold a world of knowledge about your family. 

1 0. Do not try to finance all your research alone. Ask for financial assistance from 
interested family members. 

Remember, the family history information that is so easily exchanged today by computer was acquired over 
years and years of on-site research. While many were engaged in raising families, working for income, and < 
surviving, genealogist researchers did these things AND spent their free time in pursuit of the truth about their 
ancestors. This pursuit required great sacrifice of time, effort and money. Many researchers went to the actual 
locations to view the marriage, deed, death and birth records including visiting the cemeteries across the United 
States and foreign countries. This is why it is important to follow the above guidelines; by doing so, you give 
respect to their work and honor to their memory. Thank You.
